An Ordinance made by the Lordsand Commons 


in Parliament, for the maintenance of ſome Preaching 
miniſters in the Cities of Torke, Durham and Carliſle, 


and the Towne of Newcaſtle up Tine, and Towne of 


Berwicke upon Tweed, and in the other Townes and 
Places therein mentioned, out of the reſpective Poſ- 


ſeſſions of the Deanes and Chapters of Yorke, Durham, 


and Carliſie. 


S Pereas there is a great want of a pꝛeaching 
able Piniſkery in the Noztherne 


/ parts of 
this Aingdome, which want hath ben in 
great part occaſioned becauſe in many pla- 
ces, there be very ſmall and inconſiderable 
Ltvings, eſpeciallp in Cities and Townes 
of greateſt impoꝛtance: which the Los 
and Commons now aſſembled in Parlia⸗

: deſirous to ſupply in ſome meaſure, doe 
therefoze oꝛder, and it is hereby o2dered and oꝛdained by the ſaidLo2vs 
and Commons, That there ſhall be foure able, godly, and learned 
Divines, to be appꝛoved of by the Reverend Aſſembly of Divines, 
placed in the City of Poꝛk, to pzeach in the Catherꝛall Church there, 
and in ſuch other Churches of the ſaid City as the Loꝛd Majoz and 
Aldermen of the ſaid City oz the majoz part of them ſhall appoint, 
each of which Pꝛeachers ſhall have the peerelp maintenance of one

at'o app2oved of by the Reverend Aſſembly of Dꝛvines ſhall be ſent 
into the County of Northumberland, Tobon and Connty of Newcaitle 
pan Tyne,and Town of Barwicke upon Tweed; one of whichDivines 
halt refide and pꝛeach in the Mowne of Al:wick in the County of
